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Grayling Township approves 
painiball game park permit

Deep in the jackpine forests of 
Crawford County, a lone warrior 
quietly stalks his enemy. In the 
distance, the enemy flag can be seen 
fluttering in the slight breeze over the 
killing field. As the warrior draws 
silently closer to his objective, he 
knows that his only hope for victory is 
an all-out assault. He checks his 
weapon one last time. With an 
adrenaline scream of courage, he 
charges. 

SPLATI! 
The warrior is hit. The battle is 


over, ‘The enemy has won the game of 


paintball, but the warrior will live to 
fight again. 

With the approval of the Grayling 
Township Planning Commission, a 
paintball game park will open this 
Memorial Day weekend at the end of 
South Redhead Lane, off North Down 
River Road, east of Grayling. Despite 
objections from a packed house of 
local citizens, the commission voted 
three to two to allow the park to open 
with a conditional use permit, with 
restrictions. 

Operated under the name of Forts 
and Flags Adventures, the game park 
will be on a forty-acre parcel of land 


owned by Lawrence Smith of 
Roscommon, Smith had earlier tried 
toopen his park in Roscommon County 
but was tumed down because of zoning 
restrictions on the land that he owns 
there, His Crawford County location 
is zoned “recreational forest,” which 
permits private enterprise such as 
paintball. 

Many private citizens, most who 
live on Redhead Lane adjacent to 
Smith’s property, spoke against the

Super 8 is a national motel chain 
with approximately 1,000 motels 
across the nation. Iverson expects to 


employ 15 to 16 people in different 
phases of motel management. 

The second phase of the project is 
the truck stop. Owned and operated 
solely by Charlie Fick, the truck stop 
will feature a convenience store, 
showers for truck drivers, an R.V. 
dumping station, propane sales, and 
separate islands for diesel trucks and 
passenger cars. 

The truckstop is slated to open later 
this summer and Fick said that it will 
employ about 50 people. 

Plans for a restaurant to finish the 
project have not been completed. 
According to Fick, “We are still 
negotiating.” 

Iverson and Fick both stressed that, 
whenever possible, local contractors 
are being used to build the complex. 


County installs strict 
drug-free policy

Inamoveto bring Crawford County 
in line with other units of government, 
the Board of Commissioners voted 
unanimously to instate a drug free 
work place policy. The four-page 


policy was drafted by county attorney, - 


‘David Sabin, and is based on a similar 
policy in effect in the city of 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin. ¢ 
Commission chairman Dennis Long 
stated that there currently is not a 
serious drug problem among county 
employees that he is aware of, but 
having a policy in place is very 
important if such a problem should 
arise. ; 


The first paragraph of the policy 
states its intent, “To select the best 
method for controlling drugs and 
alcohol at the work place thereby 
reducing some of the common risks 
and attendant costs which result from 
drugs and alcohol on the job.” The 
policy lists nine topics of concern. 
Highlights of the policy are listed 
below. 

Fitness for duty-—-all employees are 
expected to be in suitable mental and 
physical condition at work, able to 
perform their assigned duties 
satisfactorily and behaving properly,

eCooperation-—the county views a 
violation of this policy as a serious 
offense that will be investigated. The 
employccisoxpocted to cooperate with 
any investigation, including submitting 
to a drug test. Violation of this policy 
or refusing to cooperate in an 
investigation may result in discipline 
up to and including termination. 


Sabin explained that this policy is 
very strict when compared to policies 
now in place in other areas. 

The one area of concern that the 
new policy failed to address is that of 
voluntary disclosure and request for 
treatment of an ongoing drug problem 
and what measures would be taken. 
According to gommission chairman 
Long, “If an,employee came.to us 
ting help, including: 
either inpatient or outpatient 
rehabilitation, I think they would get 
it.” The medical policy currently in 
place for county employees includes 
substance abuse and dependency 
treatment coverage. 

The new drug free work place policy 
makes cach county department-head 
responsible for implementation and 
enforcement of the policy in their own 
departments, but does not mandate 
any drug testing at the time a new 
employee is hired. 

The new policy became effective on 
March 25, when it appeared in the 
Avalanche as part of a county notice.

I sighed. 

What's the point? I thought. He 
won’teven know why the cupcakes 
71 —— or we -—~ are there, Won’t it be 
just a futile little exercise? An 
altempt at going through motions? 
A chance for us to pretend that his 
life is much more normal than it 
J} actually is? 

Cupcakes, Mom was saying, 
Because they would be easier for 
|| the residents to handle than a piece 
1| of cake. And I’ve been thinking 
+] about this, Nancy. I think I'll take 
bananas. They would be good for 
people and Icss messy to eat than 
ice cream. 
| Come on, Mom. Don't you 
i| remember Christmas? 
| When we visited Dad on 
i| Christmas Eve, we took him treats 
-—an apple from Harry and David's 
and a smoked fish from my 
brother’s family — and two gifts to 
open, 

Food still interested him then, 
He picked up the food from apaper 
plate and ate it easily, 

(Eating was one of the few 
physical acts he was still able to do 
1| last December. As Alzheimer's 
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disease runs its fatal course, victims 
progressively lose their mental and 
physical abilities. At some point, an 
act as simple and ingrained as eating 
becomes problematical. For some 
patients, death comes from choking 
on food, because they have lost their 
ability to swallow.) 

But, despite our prodding, he 
showed no ability to open his 
Christmas presents nor any interest in 
the gifts inside ---a watch from Mom 
and sweat pants from my brother and 
his wife. 

(The gifts were practical ones: 
When you check a patient into the 
nursing home, the instructions warm 
you not to leave anything of value 
withhim. Atsomepoint, Dad’s watch 
had disappeared and he seemed to 
sense its absence. So Mom bought 
him another, very inexpensive one, 
which also may disappear. Many of 
the patients wear sweat pants because 
— with their clasticized waists — 
they are casy foremployees to slip on 
and off.) 

So on Christmas Eve, we 
unwrapped the presents for him, then 
oohed and aahed at their contents, but 
he seemed oblivious. As he finished 
his pieces of apple and fish, Mom 
made one-way seasonal chit chat, 
Dave looked unhappy and I hardened 
my face so as not to cry. 

Now, three months later, it is his 
75th birthday and Mom wants us to go 
through the useless rituals again.

Reluctantly, we acquiesce. 

When we reach her house, she is 
ready with the party supplics. We eat 
a quick lunch, then load her car and 
leave for the one-hour trip to the 
nursing home, 

Once there, in we trudge with our 
two large trays of cupcakes (lemon 
and chocolate), a bag of bananas, 
several liters of 7-Up (the drink of 
choice among the patients, according 
to staff members), plates, napkins, 
forks and cups. 

They have Dad dressed up — a 
dress shirt and clip-on tie in place of 
his usual flannel shirt — and waiting 
for us in the commons room. He is 
sitting ina wooden chair with a tray in 
front, staring vaguely in the direction 
of the television which is playing a 
college basketball game. 

This is not one of his more lucid 
days, He does not tum to us or 
acknowledge our greetings and 
birthday wishes. 

Mom remains undaunted. She goes 
off to find a staff person who will 
round up patients for the party. Ltica 
string of balloons with a birthday card 
attached (a gift from neighbors) to the 
back of his chair to identify him as the 
guest of honor. Dave begins to pour 
pop. 

Mom rctums and starts to set out 
food, Patients begin streaming into 
the commons. The three of us work 
together to dcliver cupcakes, bananas 
and 7-Up. 


p.m. 
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The patients are happy and thankful 
to be served. Dave can’t keep up with 
requests for pop. Most people drink 
theirs immediately, then politely hold 
up their emply cups for seconds and 
even thirds. 

“This stuff really keeps you on your 
feet,” says one man, appreciatively 
saluting Dave with his full cup, 

“T’ll have a second piece of cake, if 
you den’t mind,” says another. 

“What kind would you like?” I ask 
one man, “A black one,” he answers. 

“Say, did we sing to Joe yet today?” 
asks a man, whose disease does not 
appear very advanced. And he, staff 
members, the three of us and some of 
the patients immediately launch into a 
fairly spirited round of “Happy 
Birthday,” 

One patient silently and, no doubt, 
absentmindedly, slips a banana into 
his pocket, then walks up for another, 

We squeal on him. “Oh, he’s a pack 
rat,” answers an employee, 

Another fellow reaches for a 
chocolate cupcake, unwraps itslowly, 
then walks away with only the wrapper 
inhis hand, He retusa few moments 
later empty-handed, Dave puts the 
unwrapped cupcake on a paper plate 
amd asks, “Is this what you're looking 
for?” He takes the cupcake and walks 
to a table. 

It surprises Dave and me that — 
despite a few amusing absurdities — 
everyone is so orderly, so pleasant, so 
happy and so appreciative. 
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Those last few nice warm days 
have made living through the long 
cold winter seem worthwhile. I 
have not scen a robin yet, but I 
expect to look out at anytime and

Weaver called to me as I walked by 
to give me the money from their 
sale. It is the basic honesty of the | 
folks, who we call friend and 
neighbor, that makes life seem so 
wonderful here. I would have never 
known the difference if Mrs. Weaver | 
had just kept the money, but her | 
honesty was a big lift to my day. 


The old man has pretty well got 
over whatever ifWwas I had there for | 
a few days. I feel pretty good again 
and ready to enjoy spring. It’s nice 
just to walk around a little without 
all that winter paraphernalia to weigh 
you down. By the time this appears 
in the paper I should have one gun 
show under my belt. I hope it’s a 
good one and I sell some of mine | 
and get to pick up a few new ones to ‘| 
play with. Some of our friends who 
have wintered in sunnier climes 
should be showing up soon. It will 
be nice to see them again, even if 
their sun tanned faces look kind of 
strange to us for awhile. 
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“That cupcake was awful good. 
Could I please have another?” asks a 
man. Before the brief festivities are 
over, he has eaten four cupcakes. We 
wonder later if that was too much. 
Will they ruin his appetite for dinner 
or his digestive system for the rest of 
the day? We decide, however, that 
the benefits gained at the party will 
Mitigate any temporary losses of 
appetite or physical discomfort. 

OF all the people in the commons 
room, Dad is probably the least 
cognizant of the occasion. Still, he 
responds a bit. By the hour’s end, he 
is feeding himself and smiling wanly 
at Mom’s repeated efforts to draw 
him out, 

But for most of the others, the 
entire event seems to be a pleasant 
and happy interval in the otherwise 
rather humdrum and monotonous 
regularity of their daily existences. In 
addition to enjoying the food and 
drink, they seem drawn to us younger 
and healthier people. 

And it wasall sosimplc, particularly 
for Dave and me, who only acted as 
delivery people and waiters. Nor was 
it much more difficult for my mother 
who, once she had baked and 
assembled the food, had us to help her 
transport and serve it. 

Once the food iseaten, most patients 
Stay in their chairs at the long tables, 
Some chat together. Others look 
toward the television. Still others sit 
off alone, staring blankly, crooning 


the private, nonsensical phrases 
typical of Alzheimer’s victims. 
Eventually, some getupand wander 
through the commons or down the 
hati. 

We give Dad our final birthday 
wishes, say our good-byes, pack up 
the party remnants and slip away 
quietly. Although it is invariably 
sad to leave him, the difficulty of 
this day’s departure is softened by 
the success of the festivities. While 
perhaps we had failed to make an 
impressionon Dad, we had certainly 
enriched the aftemoon of many of 
the others, 


On the way home, Dave and J are 
buoyed up by our efforts, We also 
feel a bit of chagrin at our earlier 
skepticism about the birthday party. 

You were right, I tell Mom. We 
were wrong. 

She is gracious. There are no “I 
knew its” or “I told you sos.” She, 
too, is probably glad and relieved 
that her efforts had been so well 
received. 

These days, she must take her 
comforts in small ways. Despite 
her best efforts, she lives in the 
limbo of a relationship that has 
dwindled down to nearly nothing, 
as she helplessly watches her 
busband’s humanity inexorably and 
tragically melt away. 

She deserved this victory. Ihope 
she has morc of them.
